will conclude with the following passage of Sir G. C. 
Lewis’s speech on the 17th February, 1862 :— 


“ There was one article required for Canada that was not 
‘‘ used by any of our regiments, and which was not in store 
‘¢in this country,—the article of long: boots,. The French 
‘¢ Government having been informed of our difficulty, under- 
‘‘ took the supply of 1,500 pairs of boots; which came over in 
“ forty-eight hours from Paris, and at a cost for which they 
*¢ could have searcely been obtained from’our contractors. I 
“am happy to mention this as a proof of the friendly action 
‘Sof the French Government (hear, hear).” ‘ And . thus,” 
says Mr Cobden, “ ends the third panic.” 


Mr Cobden shows at great length, and with much ability, 
that the accounts given in 1846, in 1852,'and in 1861, of the 
proceedings in the French dockyards, were certainly incon- 
sistent with one another, and were often as certainly erroneous. 
He shows that the modes of comparison adopted by various 
speakers were radically at variance. with one another, 
were often unsound, and were often adapted rather to the 
immediate argumentative wants of the speaker than to any 
higher purpose. He is especially watchful of certain 
“ block-ships,” which seem to appear whenever the Admiralty 
is attacked for not having ships enough, and which seem to 
disappear whenever it asks Parliament to vote money for 
more ships. He shows that a startling passage in Lord’ 
Lyndharst’s celebrated oration had little, if any, foundation. 
He accumulates instances in which the French naval force 


| has not only been exaggerated, but grossly exaggerated. 


But these are easy victories on the outworks of a great 
and complicated topic. What is the true test by. which we 
shall determine whether our outlay is wise or unwise? That 
is the heart of the question. If we decide that, we shall not 
need reference to old speeches in Parliament; if we do not 
decide that, all “Hansard” will be irrelevant—may pro- 
bably mislead into dangerous error. 


‘What, then, is this test ? It certainly is not the absolute 
magnitude of the French navy. Mr Cobden not merely 
admitted, but maintained and expounded this in Parliament, 
in a speech to which he refers in this pamphlet :—* France 
‘“‘ has a large extent of coast which entitles her to maintain 
“a large navy, but it does not follow that France desires to 
‘have as large a navy as you. I say that France ought not 
“to have as large a navy as England. Nay, I go farther, 
‘“‘ and say that if I saw a disposition on the part of France 
“ to have as large a navy as England, and especially if I saw 
<< a disposition not to yield to the offer of an explanation, I 
« should suspect France of having a sinister purpose in those 
“ armaments, and, if it came to a question of rivalry after 
“ that offer of explanation had been made, I would as cheer- 
« fully vote 100,000,000/ sterling as I would vote 5,000,0002 
“under the present system; and for this reason—and it is a 
‘ reason to which I am sure the French would yield if it were 
“ properly put to them—that England has no frontier but 
*¢ the sea, and has, unfortunately, forty or fifty colonies which 
“ have no defence except her navy. England has five times 
“ the mercantile navy of France, and this gives her the right 
“to have a larger navy than France; while France, as a 
“ military power, requires to have a large army to guard 
“ her frontier against the other great military powers.”. 
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We must have a defensive force equal to the attacking 
force. It is obvious that, as our fleet must be distributed, and 
theirs may be concentrated, ours should be much larger than 
theirs—must be much larger if it is to be effectual for the 
purpose. Equality in figures is inferiority in reality. France, 
too, may not be alone. A coalition between her and any 
other great naval power may not be likely, but it is possi- 
ble; it is within those fair limits of reasonable probability 
which should regulate our measures of precaution. The 
Stock Exchange was excited not very long since to its in- 
most capitalists by a rumour that there was a general com- 
bination between France and Russia. Many persons were 
ruined by that error; and though we should not take extreme 
precaution, we should take some precaution against a contin- 
gency of which the very anticipation is so dangerous and so 
fatal. 

But if the absolute amount of the French navy is not the 
true criterion for limiting ours, what is that criterion ? The 
amount up to which we should reasonably insure is in this 
case, as in all other cases, the limit of possible danger. The 
worst event which we can fairly anticipate is the event against 
which, as reasonable men, we should provide. We ought to 
have a producible fleet to defend our shores, not only 
equal, but decidedly superior to every producible fleet which 
can be brought against us, We say producidie, to get rid of 
the technical expressions “in commission,” “afloat,” &c. 
We must have at hand workable, effectual ships, better than 
the very best which we can reasonably expect to be accu- 
mulated against us. That our force should be equal will not 
be enough ; it must be superior. Failure to an enemy is an 
ordinary defeat, is a momentary check in a very arduous en- 
terprise. But failure in a Channel engagement to us would 
be an irreparable calamity. The landing of a hostile army 
on our shores, while our fleet is vanquished and disabled, 
would be an approximation to ruin which we ought never 
to risk,—which we must assuredly ward off. 

But if this is the true criterion, how is it to be applied P We 


boldly say that we should annually have an official estimate of 
the maximum probable force which can be brought against us, and 


a@ comparative view of the means of meeting tt. We require, if 
we are to maintain our present outlay, or any similar outlay, 
a military Budget; we require the best estimate that can 
be made of the ways and means of possible enemies on the 
one hand, and of our own ways and means on the other. Of 
course all such estimates must be very rough: the best of 
them must contain many imperfections of detail; but it is 
not too much to ask, now that our military estimates for next 
year are 16,000,000/, and our naval estimates are 11,800,000/, 
that we should have yearly, not loose ta'k as now, but a 
bona fide business-like official statement of what it is appre- 
hended may be brought against us, and of what we have in 
readiness to meet it. Official men speak under a sense of 
peculiar responsibility, and they will never feel its beneficial 
effects more than when they speak upon the defence of their 
country, and upon the probable resources of its possible 
enemies. 

We shall have it objected that such an official estimate as 
we have now proposed would anger foreign nations. And if 
nothing had ever been said in the English Parliament as to 
foreign armaments, the objection might have conclusive 
weight and force. But every one knows that such statements 
have been made in Parliament. Every one knows that 
vague assertions about the French navy—the navy of the 
most susceptible foreign nation—have been made by 
speakers of weight and name. Mr Cobden has collected 
several by the Prime Minister himself. And if such state- 
ments are hazarded, they should be exact and useful statements. 
We are now running the risk of offending foreign nations, 
and are not obtaining the desired advantage of instructing 
our own. If we incur the danger, let us gain the prize, 
Let us give such full, clear, and systematic statements as 
will be a fair assurance to the country that we have ap- 
proximately estimated the danger to be encountered, and the 
resources with which we are to encounter it. 

We shall be told that we cannot obtain this information, 
and it is possible that sometimes there may be a little diffi- 
culty. But we share with Mr Cobden a suspicion of unknown 
dangers. If a risk is imperceptible, perhaps it is unreal. 
If there are any very terrible armaments in Europe, those 
who will pay well for information respecting them will easily 
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get the best information. Empires are not ruined in a corr 
The only fleet of which we need be afraid will be a tole 
conspicuous fleet, of which we can nearly enough count: 
number, and nearly enough also compute the power. 

We are confident that if this information were sedulox 
obtained and frankly communicated,—7«f the discussion in ¢ 
English Parliament were periodical, full, and aecurate, 
certain effect in foreign countries would be important 
would be pacific. Now, when startling announcements 
shrouded in an atmosphere of mystery, the result is do 
less prejudicial. These exceptional confidences are fea) 
to us, and naturally excite the enmity of others. But i} 
the English nation were yearly called into council on 
concerns,—if it yearly heard what were its military liabili 
and what were its military assets,—if, as a set offic 
matter, the military resources of foreign nations were ann 
expounded to us,—no odium would be excited or umb 
would presumably be taken on any particular occasion, 
should not be computing our aggressive strength, 
computing our defensive strength. And what is of 
greater importance, foreign nations would understand ¢ 
what now they scarcely understand at all, that our arn 
ments are really and exclusively regulated by their 
if they diminish we shall diminish, and if they do not aug 
ment we shall never augment. Mr Cobden proposes so 
kind of arrangement or negotiation with his friend the Fre 
Emperor. But, as men of business, we shrink from “ und

At the outset they committed 
the signal blander of raising a far greater force than they 
ould train or officer with their existing means, or than they 
qoald'pay, clothe, and feed without a fearful drain on their 
fonds, But'as soon as their first reverses taught them pru- 
dence and showed them how deficient and unprepared they 
were to meet the demands of a prolonged’ conflict and a 
tesolate and skilful foe, all the singular tenacity, energy, and 
ity of the national character were called into play. 
set vigorously to work to discipline their raw levies and 
toeducatetheir improvised officers, and by dint of drilling 
and skirmishing it would seem as if they had now succeeded 
in bringing up their vast hordes to a very respectable state of 
efficiency, They certainly fight well, and they do not appear 
by any means to manceuvre badly.

enormous amount of additional paper money which 
the Treasury was authorised to issue, has not been issued.

Advantage. They can still grow rich by trading, and they can 
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import all the means ofdestroying their enemies. The Seces- 
sionists, un the other hand, are prevented both from selling 
their produce and from buying the articles they require for 
daily use. We donot know whether powder and shot are yet 
becoming scarce, but certainly clothing, coffee, wine, sugar, 
butter, and shoes are obtainable only at prices enormously 
high. 

We conclude, therefore, that whenever the two parties 
meet in actual battle the Northerners must as a rule be vic- 
torious, They may encounter particular defeats; they may 
even sustain disastrous losses; the mismanagement of one 
general or the greater skill of his adversary may lead to 
severe temporary reverses. But on the whole, if they fight, 
the chances are very great that the Southerners must 
gradually give ground. ‘The weight of metal is on the other 
side. But if they perceive this and accept it, and retreat 
instead of fighting, the result may be very different. Their 
adversaries may then be baffled by an extent of territory 
which they cannot overrun, and by a roadless forest district 
into which they cannot penetrate with safety. In this case 
the war may be a very long one. Indeed, it is pretty obvious 
that it must be a long one if the Southerners are as resolute as |. 
we have been assured they are and as we have every reason to | 
believe. If they are content to play a Fabian and retreat-'| 
ing game, to avoid all pitched battles except where they can 
take their enemies at an obvious advantage, to retire from 
the seabord, and allow the heats and miasmata of the coming 
summer to fight for them ;--if, in a word, their exasperation 
is great enough, and their powers of endurance patient and 
tough enough, to induce them obstinately to hold out,-—then 
we confess it seems simply impossible that they should 
be subdued. But these are just the conjectural elements of 
the question. We have no certain knowledge as to how much 
and how long they will bear severe privation and the im- 
poverishment of ruined homesteads, an annihilated trade, and | 
the destruction of ail the comforts and amenities of life. The 
Federalists, we are informed, still cling to the conviction 
that a large Unionist party exists in the South, especially in 
the great towns; and that as soon as they have obtained 
possession of several of these, this party will arise in strength | 
and insist upon surrender, or at least a compromise.

future must remain uncertain. One thing seems pretty 
clear—the Northerners, flushed with recent victory and 
trusting to their unquestionable superiority of resources, are 
not likely soon to offer terms of accommodation ;—nor, how- 
ever willing the more moderate among them might be to |, 
compromise the strife, nor, however gladly they might be 
met by the leaders of the Secessionists in listening to such a 
compromise, does it appear how any arrangement could be 
come toon any footing except a return to the status quo; 
for the forms of the American Constitution, still in full force 
at Washington, confer on neither President nor Congress the 
power of negotiating any new conditions of re-union. The 
tremendous difficulty, therefore, of arranging any terms of 
peace, even if peace were mutually wished for, will probably 
be one of the strongest actual causes of a continuance of 
the war. 


To sum up the probabilities of the question in a single 
sentence :—‘[he complete subjugation and prostration of the 
Confederates appears to offer the only prospect of an early 
termination of the war;—and such complete collapse on 
their part could only be the result of very unskilfal and im- 
politic generalship or of very defective powers of resolution 
and endurance ;—and as yet we have seen no symptoms of 
either of these shortcomings. There is little likelihood that 
the Federalists, in mid career of victory, will offer any terms 
of compromise which the South would dream of aceepting,— 
nor, with such singular institutions and such fearfully com- 
plicated and momentous points at issue, is it clear how a 
negotiation, even if both sides or many on both sides yearned 
for it, could practically be set on foot. 


HOW LAST YEAR'S DEFICIT WAS MET. 


We elsewhere print the most important paper of figures which 
our Government issues—the balance sheet of the year- Most of 
its statements, it is trae, have been forestalled; we have. 
heard from the Chancellor of the Exchequer almost all the 
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main facts; still the aceurate figures should always be looked 
at with some attention by every one who wishes to have an 
opinion of his own upon matters of finance. And one 
point Mr Gladstone did not tell us. He did not say how he 
had met the deficit of last year. The paper now published 
gives this-information to a peany. We learn from it that 
the accurate deficit, the actual difference between real out- 
goings and real incomings, last year was 1,442,006/ 3s 6d, 
and he has met it as follows. He has reduced his balances 
largely,—he has made use of the casual receipts from the acci- 
dental excess of the repayments to the Loan Commissioners 
over their loans mostly in paying his way, though he has 
paid off a few Exchequer bills with a part of them. The

MANUFACTURING DISTRESS. 


Tue public cannot too soon or too fully realise the fact that 
the distress now prevailing in the manufacturing districts is 
likely to be more extensive and severe, if not more prolonged, 
than any we bave ever known in this country, with the 
single exception of the Irish famine. Of course it cannot 
approach in magvitude or pressure to’ that awful and 
wide-spread calamity, for the simple reason that there is not 
now any actual deficiency of food, as there was on that ocea- 
sion. There is as much to eat as usual, and plenty for all 
who need it:—the sole question is how those who cannot 
purchase it are te be supplied with it in adequate quantities, 
with due guarantees against waste, artificial pauperism, and 
imposture. Nine-tenths of the difficulties may be said to be 
formal or mechanical ; and a combination of zeal, benevolence, 
and diseretion may, we feel satisfied, overcome them. 

The first remark we have to make is that we cannot, 
under any circumstances, count upon an early removal of the 
distress. 1t must continue, and it must inerease. ‘The pros- 
pect. of peace does not seem to diaw nearer as rapidly as 
some had hoped. The South are now fighting a defen- 
sive and a Fabian campaign, which, if they are resolute 
as we have every reason to believe, may be almost indefi- 
nitely prolonged. The North have had their spirits and 
their demands raised by a series of successes which they have 
been led to faney far more decisive and brilliant than they 
will probably prove when the accounts of their partisans are 
checked and compared by a reference to those of their 
opponents, They are well provided with military stores; 
they bave-an army which it will not be easy to dispose of 
many way except by keeping it in the field; and as long 
as they are buoyed up by an unbroken series of actual or 
supposed victories, their issues of paper money may preserve 
them from any very cogent pecuniary pressure. The longer

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yet they are. worth the trouble to those who have. It is an 
interesting sight to see ants.from all countries, and speaking 
all languages, doing the same work in the same way in the 
same nest. 


The prodigious advance of the productive arts since 1951 
may not be very apparent to those who do not know much 
either of the state of those arts eleven years age, or of their 
state now. But every one who remembers the old Exhibi- 
tion at all will be able to say that the things now collected 
are much more numerous and much more splendid than those 
then collected. Machinery especially, which was rather im- 
pressive last time, will be much more impressive now. The 
things made in our present civilisation are less wonderful 
than the means of making them. The greatness and the 
littleness of material civilisation never perhaps both present 
themselves to the mind so fully as in looking at varied and 
wonderful machines. Can anything-seem more clever, more 
convenient, more creditable to human skill, than those ‘half- 
living things ? says the practical man. Can anything ‘be more 
absurd than to employ so much ingenuity in con- 
triving tools for doing so little, for making useless 
luxuries more accessible, petty comforts more comfortable, 
things which rational men do not want more attainable by and 
more suitable to irrational people who do want them? Sosays 
the dissatisfied moralist. But real philosophy is rather on 
the side of the eulogist than of the objector. Whatever 
may be thought as to the precise wisdom or as to the extreme 
rationality of many wants in our artificial and elaborate 
civilisation, it is certain that a vast system of industry and 
labour is occupied in the supply of those wants. The dimner 
may not be what an ascetic moralist can consistently 
approve, yet still the cook lives by it. The immense 
apparatus of productive industry by which the complicated 
wants of civilisation are supplied, is much more interesting 
than those wants themselves, or than the realised products 
which minister to them. In the improvement of these arts, 
we, in fact, witness an improvement in the productive happi- 
ness of millions, 

No considerable industry is sufficiently ‘‘ unpacked” to 
give a full idea of what we shall ultimately see; and what 
we may happen to know of them from the exhibitors. or other 
private sources it would not be proper to reveal. There can 
be no doubt, however, that the French will contribute, as on 
the last occasion, and even more splendidly, a great variety

much improved, especially in taste, which was formerly

ROOT GROWING.—ARTIFICIAL MANURES. 


Tux importance at this season of determining to what, if any, ex. 
tent the farmer will incur expense in the purchase of artificial ma. 
nures for his root crops, induced us to notice in some detail the | 
paper read by Mr Frere on mangold, at the meeting of the Counei } 
of the Royal Agricultural Society, and the discussion which ther. | 
upon ensued, as also the discussion in East Lothian on artificial | 
manures ; but the pressure of ether matter compelled the omigg; 
last week, of the most material and practical portions of our notice, 
For the past fortnight the weather has again become favourable 
for preparation of the land, and the very heavy and long-cgn. 
tinued rains do not appear to have injuriously affected even the 
strong lands. This arises from the very long period of dry 
weather of the past summer, autumn, and winter, by which the 
soil had been rendered more than usually capable of enduring 
abundant falls of rain. 


After Mr Frere had, in his paper on mangold culture, stated hiy 
own practice and its results, the subject was fully discussed. 

Mr Holland considered Mr Frere’s crops to be light, and 
stated his own practice on strong land to be to manure in the 
autumn with yard dung, and cited an article in the journal of the 
late Mr Pusey to show that the best crops of mangold are fro- 
duced by the combination of farm-yard and artificial manures, 

Mr Cantrell stated that he had grown mangold on the same 
piece of land four years in succession. The first year he 
the land heavily in the spring, it having been ridged up before the 
winter, and in each of the subsequent years he gave the land only 
a slight dressing, and the mangold increased in size every y 
This was on strong land. Mr Cantrell also stated that last yer 
he used salt to a portion of his mangold crop, and the only dif. 
ference he observed was that the leaves on the land dressed with 
salt were of paler colour than the leaves of the rest of the 
In reference to growing mangold year after year on the same 
Mr Frere mentioned that he had grown it on the same land in 
alternate years for eight years, when he began to be * 
with the fly,” which appeared to increase on that particular spot 
On shifting the mangoild to other ground there was no more mig} 
chief from the fly. } 

Mr Peel stated that he had grown mangold on the same land 
six years in succession, the roots bearing good crops all the time,} 
though he had not observed any increase in the later years, He} 
also mentioned a neighbour who had grown his mangold on the} 
same land for seventeen successive years. a 

Sir Edward Kerrison referred to the large extent to whith) 
mangold is grown in the Eastern Counties, and where it has 
substituted for a considerable breadth of swedes.

Imperial Court of Douai, before which he was sent to be tried, 
when the condemnation pronounced on him by the Court of 
was quashed for technical irregularities. Tne Douai Court, 
Investigating all the circumstances of the case, and after 
hearing lengthened pleadings, was of opinion that in dis- 
posing of the shares and securities confided to him by clients, 
and replacing them by others, he did not violate a trust, inasmuch 
as his ment was to give back shares of the same sort and the 
same value, but not the very shares deposited ; that the selling 
at the Bourse on the eve of the Italian war of securities belonging 
to people to whom he had lent money without consulting those 
people did not constitute swindling ; that the alleged appropria- 
; Son of the proceeds of the sale of a number of bonds of the 
una and Saragossa Railway was not embezzlement, inas- 
i as he had intended to give other bonds to the owners 
; and, lastly, that the charge of having prepared fraudulent 
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inventories to be presented to his shareholders fell to the ground, 
because in 1857 the 8,750,000f put down as profit from the 
Roman railways had been really gained, because in 1858 the 
omission of a loss of 3,953, was of no consequence, &c., &c. 
On all these points the Imperial Court of Paris was of an entirely 
different opinion, and it therefore condemned M. Mirés to five 
ears’ imprisonment and heavy fine. But that Court must now 
be assumed to be wrong, and doubtless it deplores its error. Be 
that as it may, the acquittal of M. Mirés has been received with 
great pleasure by a large portion of the public, and even by man 
of the persons who were the loudest in crying him down. It is 
said that he contemplates re-embarking in business in order, if 
possible, to make up the loss which his shareholders have sus- 
tained ; and it is also said that several bankers are ready 
to supply him with funds. His acquittal caused a lar 
rise in the shares of his Caisse Generale des Chemins 
Fer. Before it took place these shares, on each of which 500f 
have been paid, were at 70f ; but the day after, Tuesday, they rose 
to 167f 50c. Yesterday they were 163f 75c; but to-day they are 
considerably lower—at 125f. 


The number of bankruptcies in Paris and the department of the 
Seine has lately been very great: in the first three months of the 
present year it has not been less than 470, whereas in the cor- 
respending period of last year it was only 285; in that of 1860, 
276; and in that of 1859, 260. 


The Moniteur publishes a note which states that the delay of 
two months allowed to persons residing in Europe and Algeria to 
effect the conversion of their rentes having expired on the 15th, it 
has been possible to ascertain the precise results of that operation. 
Those results are;—Amount of 4} per Cent. rente converted, 
131,821,331f, leaving 40,241,185f to be converted ; amount of 4 
per Cents. converted, 1,632,614f, leaving 456,236f unconverted ; 
and 604,439 thirty years’ bonds converted, leaving 70,721 to be 
converted. It is true that people residing in the colonies have 
been allowed a year to apply for conversion, but the preceding 
figures, the Moniteur says, will not be materially modified. Whe- 
ther or not a forced conversion of the balances remaining will be 
proceeded to, the official journal does not state. 

A Parcels Delivery Company, on the plan of the one in London, 
is about to be established in this city, under the name of Le 
Factage Parisien. It has every chance of success,.as there are 
as many parcels to carry here as in London. It begins with the 
small capital of 100,000/ English, divided into 20/ shares; but 
the belief is that that sum will be amply sufficient to get the Com- 
pany into complete working order. The calculation is that a very 
arge interest on the capital will be realised—more than 20 per 
cent. in fact. The wonder is that such a Company as the one 
proposed was not established years ago. 

The Boulogne-sur-Mer newspa

lation in that town. The Havre journals mention that a few days 
back a forged Bank of France note of 1,000f was presented at the 
office of the Bank agent at Havre, but refused.

THE CREDIT OF RUSSIA. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE: ECONOMIST. 

Sir,—In the article of the Ecowomisr of the 19th imst., about 
Russia and the expected new loan for her, I ‘miss ‘all mention 
of the railways established and establishing in Russia, and 
the enormous sums that have been paid-and will still ‘have to 
be paid for the same by the Government. ‘The very great #dvan- 

tages which the country will derive from these improved internal 
communications, also by the establishment of steamers upon many 
of the lakes and rivers, and the telegraph established from all her 
frontiers— W est to East, South to North—and through.all the chief 
towns in the interior (all which has cost immense sums), you have 
not alluded to, nor to the recent most liberal laws granting foreigners 
to settle in any and every part of Russia, to buy and sell landand 
houses, establish manufactories, and trade in any way they please; 
in short, placing them upon a par in these respects:with the Rus- 
sian subjects, the foreigners having to pay the same taxes as thee 
Russians. This has induced already many foreigners to purchas 
land near the railways, which is sure to rise in value very much, 
as it has done in Livonia, Esthonia,-and -Courland,-where land of 
late years has risen 200 to 300 percent. “the free. and wealthy 
peasantry of these provinces begin to settle in the interior of 
Russia, and establish themselves as small landowners and farmers, 
and are replaced by foreign labourers who arrive by almost.every 
steamer from the German ports—chiefly at Riga. 

No doubt the emancipated serfs wiil derive great benefit’ from 
the yearly increasing facilities for conveying the produce of the 
land from distant parts to the great markets in the interior and 
the shipping ports; and the improved institutions for education 
and of courts of justice all over the country, the great freedom 
of the press, the telegraphs, &c., will.all tend to promote:the wel- 
fare and happiness of the people. For all this, Russia. has to 
thank the present Emperor, who, since he ascended the throne 
has not replenished his army by forced -recruiting, but “has 
allowed it to dwindle so as hardly to suffice for the.protection of 
the wide-spread frontiers, and for keeping order and peace in the 
country. 


Considering-all thie, I scarcely think your description of the credit 
of the Russian Government hardly fair. ‘No doubt, not many years 
hence the world will.see Russia more eee ever, and 
the Government having overcome all monetary difficulties, Russia, 
from her immense resources, will by degrees extinguish all the

The market closes dul], and quotations must consequently be 
considered nominal. Muscovado—The brisk demand noticed in our 
previous report has continued unabated until now, and a fair amount of 
transactions, reaching 7,000 hogsheads, has been registered, both for 
Europe and the United States.

COMMERCIAL EPITOME. 
FRIDAY NIGHT. 

The supply of English wheat on sale at. Mark lane, to-day, was 
small, yet the demand, both for red and white parcels, was without 
activity ; nevertheless, prices ruled firm. In foreign wheat, sales 
progressed slowly at the rates current on Monday last. The show 
of samples was moderately extensive. Malting barley was firm as 

; to price, owing to its scarcity ; but grinding and distilling sorts 
{ were a dull inquiry on former terms. Oats were in short supply 
and steady request, at full currencies. Beans and peas supported 
revious rates, but the inquiry for them was decidedly slow. 
arrel flour moved off somewhat freely, at late quotations; but 
other descriptions commanded very little attention. The imports, 
this week, amount to 7,290 quarters of wheat, 4,860 barley, 1,820 
oats ; 1,710 sacks and 16,800 barrels of flour. 

Wheat, flour, and maize, at Liverpool, this morning, moved off 
steadily, at full prices. The spring corn trade was firm. 

At Alexandria, good wheats continue very scarce. During the 
week ending April 11, all superior samples were taken off at ex- 
treme rates ; but inferior parcels were much neglected. Maize, 
barley, and new beans—the receipts of all of which articles were very 
small—realised full prices. The following were the sales :—Saide 
wheat, private trade produce, 18,215 qrs, 24s to 26s ; ditto, Pasha’s, 
3,750 qrs, 24s 3d; Beheireh wheat, private trade uce, 4,090

MARKETS IN THE MANUFACTURING DISTRICTS. 


The demand fo~ goods in most of the manufacturing districts has 
fallen off ; yet, owing to the high range in the value of the raw 
material, no change of importance has taken place in the quota- 
tions, The iron trade has continued steady, at mostly full prices, 
and there has been more inquiry for coals, both for home use and 
e at extreme currencies. 

MancuEstER, April 24.— The extensive transactions of lag 
week have enhanced values to an extent which has not been re- 
sponded to by buyers this week. There has been, comparatively 
speaking, rather a pause, but not without some incidental purchas- 
ing, which has been done at full rates. As the demand lately has 
run much upon descriptions intended for China and Singapore, it 
has been somewhat partial ; but wher2 no demand has been felt, 
the position and prospects of the cotton market, and the inevitably 
increased curtailment of production hence to be apprehended, have 
rendered holders most reluctant to part with their now consi- 
derably diminished stocks. Quotations more and more have grown 
asttay;according as the same nominal article has been made from 
American or Surats, or according to the success with which the 
latterhas been applied. With reference to our own quotations, 
they have still, for the sake of consistency with the yearly tables, 
torepresent the ancient qualities, though few of the like are now 
current inthe market, as the consumers of calicoes for the next 
twelve months will probably discover.

Wools are less steady, 
and not much in request. Yarns are firm and dear. 

Norrmvcuam.— There is a good business doing in cotton quilt- 
ings. The demand for silk goods continues active, and future 
prospects are encouraging. Tlie home trade is as active as for 
some time past, but there is hardly as much doing for abroad. 
Stocks are very low. In hosiery there is little, if any, improve- 
ment, and manufacturers are exercising the greatest caution in 
producing goods.

| Most of the markets held this week have been scantily supplied 
with English wheat, in oe average condition, Both red and 
white qualities have changed hands steadily, at full currencies. 
| At the outports, foreign wheats have commanded extreme rates, 
with a good consumptive demand. Most kinds of barley have 
sold steadily, but we have no change to notice in value. There 
has been a fair inquiry for malt, on former terms; whilst the oat 
| trade has been somewhat active, and the quotations have had an 
upward tendency. Both beans and peas have moved off steadily, 
at quite previous rates. There has been a good consumptive in- 
quiry for flour, especially fine American, at the late improvement 
in value. 
The continued fineness of the weather has been of great service 
to our farmers, who have made rapid progress in sowing Lent corn, 
with the land in fine condition for the reception of the seed fur- 
| row. The accounts respecting the general appearance of the 

young wheats are very favourable. 
Most of the Continental markets have ruled inactive for wheat, 
‘i both for present and forward delivery. In prices, however,

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scarcely any change has taken place. Our American advices
